All new plantings, this includes last fall plantings as well as spring p 
ings, should be watered at least twice a week during dry speHs.__ 

Deep rooted plants such as trees, shrubs and evergreens should be flooded 
at each individual root with a hose without a nozzle. Make a collar around each 
plant with the soil to hold the water at the root of the plant. Cultivate the soil 
around all plantings a day or so after watering. Do not let the soil bake after 
watering. ; 

WARNING. If the above directions are not carried out regularly, there is 
great Danger of your plants dying.
